Lord Carson s Irish 


: A Jackdaw's Nest. 
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A Civic Disfigurement. 


During recent years no district cf 
Dublin has improved in so marked a way 
as Fairview, with its new park, wide high- 
way, and handsome bridge over the Tolka. 
Yet, with all its advances, it contains one 
of the worst disfigurements te be seen in 
our suburban surroundings. The River 
Tolka, as it passes seawards towards the 
new bridge, presents the appearance of a 
dismal and offensive open ditch, with the 
ruins of an abandoned manure works on 
one side, and the unfinished concrete walls 
of back-yards on the other. As a con- 
vincing example of the combined evils of 
decay and uncontrolled building develop- 
ment, it can have few rivals anywhere. 
Short of pulling down numbers of com- 
paratively new dwellings, the only cure 
for its offence to the eye, on a main 
entrance to the city, would seem to be to 
cover it over as the Blackstaff in Belfast, 
and parts of the Irwell in Manchester, 
were covered a few years ago. May I 
commend the idea to the city engineer ? 


Lord Carson. 


How many people, I wonder. realise 
that Lord Carson, whose giant statue has 
just been unveiled at Stormont, is a 
fluent Irish speaker? He learnt Irish 
in his young days, long. before he took 
Ulster under lis guardianshin. Later he 
improved his knowledge of the language 
when he lived for a time in the West of 
Ireland, where he acquired the Connaught 
brand of the language. In Ulster, how- 
ever, the veteran statesman has never had 
any use for the tongue of the Gael, and 
it was no wonder that he astonishcd a 
number of listeners in the lobby of the 
House of Commons many years ago when, 
as Sir Edward Carson, he was heard to 
repiy in Gaclic to a friendly inquiry or 
greeting from a prominent and highly- 
placed Gaelic Leaguer. Lord Carson said 
then that he was able to manage Irish 
very well in his young days, but he had 
not kept it up later in life. 


Dublin Libraries. 


Some of the Dublin libraries will close 
within the next few weeks, but, fortunately 
for readers. the two main reference 
libraries will not be closed together. Trinity 
College Library is. closed for a fort- 
night, and the National Library shuts 
its doors at the end of the month for a 
week. The National has been open 
for a particularly long period of late. It 
admitted readers for an unbroken eighteen 
months, a general cleaning 3aving been 
done in January, 1932. As a rule this 
library closes in the summer months, At 
the end of July the librarians and 
assistants will be busy stock-taking and 
everhauling catalogues, but there wil] be 
a good deal of other library work to be 
done. Most of its staff of thirty will par- 
ticipate in this. For the week that 
readers will not he admitted to the 
National Library they still will have 
Marsh’s Library at their disposal, as well 
as the ‘(central Catunolic Library in 
Hawkins street. There are, too, the Car- 
necie public libraries, but they do not 
offer a great number of reference books. 


The Bull Wall.

Seagull ’s Gentle Hint. 


For some years hungry seagulls have 
visited the window of a friend of mine In 
Dublin, usually arriving in twos or threes. 
Their method is to swoop past the sil] in 
turn, snatching whatever scraps may 
left. 1f these are bones, they straightaway 
repair to the roof of the National Library, 
which is not far away, and there they pro- 
ceed to break them—especially those of the 
harder variety—much to the annoyance of 
readers beneath. 

Recently I noticed a seagull, tamer than 
the rest, who came to the window alone, 
The casement was half-open and _ half- 


shut—in an awkward position for a bird 
who intended to land and eat what the 
sill offered at his leisure. He fluttered 
about for a time, supporting himself with 
a claw and with wings still outstretched. 
These hints were not taken by my friend, 
who sat watching him about two feet 
away. Then the seagull decided on a 
more pointed reminder of his presence. 
He tapped the window several times with 
his beak—not roughly or over-loudly—but 
just enough to convey: “ What a stupid 
way to leave your window and then expect 
a bird of my size to land on it.” My 
friend allowed him to tap for a little time, 
not without some ansiety, however; for, 
if he had chosen to do Ao. he could have 
broken the thin glass. Then we closed 
the window and in the next few seconds 
the white wings flashed before us and the 
seagull stood on the sill, swallowing 
bread whole, giving one. gulp for bacon 
rinds and two for chicken bones. 


Ghe Jackdaw's Nest. 


A friend of mine, who is a keen 
gardener and a person of methodical 
temperament, went to a good deal of 
trouble some time ago to mark his flowers 
with wooden pegs, each of which was 
inscribed with the name of the particular 
plant. During the spring months he 
missed some of the pegs, and was obliged 
to replace them with others. This 
happened several times, and my friend 
was unable to get any explanation of the 
oceurrence, especially as no unauthorised 
person had access to the garden. Long 
afterwards, however, he had occasion to 
light a fire in a disused stable at the end 
of the garden. The chimney would not 
draw, and it became necessary to secure 
the services of a chimney sweep, who 
found that the obstruction was caused by 
a jackdaw’s nest. When this obstacle had 
been removed its framework was found to 
consist largely of wooden pegs which had 
been purloined by the birds from the 
flower beds in the garden during their 
building operations.

THIRTY-TREE BILLS FOR

CONFERENCE DELEGATES’ 
DEBATE, 


Detailed statistics of the wine consumption 
and production of the world, issued at the 
World Conference yesterday, showed that 
Great Britain is one of the most abstemious 
countries. Out of thirty-seven nations she Is 
bracketed with Norway in the twenty-eighth 
position for wine consumption, with 1.3 litres 
per head of population annually, France 
easily comes first with 145.9 litres, while 
Italy is second+ with 107.5 litres, and Algeria 
third with 75.5 litres. Soviet Russia is at 
the foot of the table, with a consumption of 
only 0.3 litres per head. 

The. sub-commission on co-ordination of 
production and marketing yesterday debated 
the question of adopting a world-wide drink- 
more-wine propaganda campaign. 

Senhor Vascon Cellos (Portugal) protested, 
as a national of a wine-growing country and 
as a physician, against the suggestion that 
wine is an intoxicant, ‘‘ Wine is a food,” 
he said, “and possesses medicinal bheas 
Where shall we stop if we vegard as unde- 
sirable products which have harmful effects 
only if taken in excess? Gold if abused, for 
instance, is far more dangerous than wine. 
Propaganda against the abuse of wine is, no 
doubt, necessary, but I can never admit that 
wine is an intoxicant. I insist that its rational 
use is wholly beneficial.” 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister said that his 
Government had no objection to the wine- 
growing aged ing vse Tenaga and 

ro nda campaigns for eating more 
in i any tan country. The reso ikon 
mentioned vernment support for this 
campaign. The British Government could 
not use its taxpayers’ money to advertise 
foreign products, any more than other 
Governments were likely to help in adver- 
tising Lancashire textiles and British motor 
cars.

Mr. DANIEL MORRISSEY (C. na nG., 
Tipperary) asked the President whether he 
had received any representations from public 
bodies asking that Communism should be out- 
lawed, and, if so, what action it was pro- 
posed to take in the matter. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that no such repre- 
sentation had reached him from any statutory 

ublic body. He had, however, received reso- 
utions passed by the National Council of the 
Catholic Young Men's Society of Ireland 
asking that Communist activities and propa- 
ganda should be made illegal. These activi- 
ties were kept under constant observation by 
the police, and were the subject of frequent 
eerie to the Minister for Just.ce and him. 
self. 

Their information was that the Communist 
movement in the Irish Free State had failed 
to obtain any serious measure of support, and 
that it was, in fact, on the wane. They did 
not propose to adopt repressive measures, 
which would tend to secure for the movement 
the sympathy which it now received from no 
section of the community. If there was any 
need for public action, the Government were 
prepared to take it. 


UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES. 

Mr. DERRIG told Mr, R. Mulcahy (C. na 
nG., Dublin, N.) that the analysis which 
was made of the number of persons regis- 
tered as unemployed on January 16th last 
was undertaken for the purpose of assisting 
the departments concerned in the adminis- 
tration of unemployment relief, and he did 
not intend to publish the figures. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that on April 27th 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce ex- 
pressly stated that the result of this analysis 
was of definite interest, and that he would 
endeavour to make it available.

STANDARD TURF. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Dillon -(C.P..

6d. per ton for standard 
turf, delivered free on rai], he segregated: (1) 
the value of the turf itself; and (2) the cost 
of saving and delivery free on rail. There was 
no obligation on any producer to supply 
standard peat at lls. 5d. per ton. In local 
markets where the producer could deliver 
direct to thé consumer he would obviously 
expect. and obtain a much higher figure, but 
where peat had to bear transport charges on 
rail or canal, ‘and subsequent charges for 
delivery to the consumer, a higher price than 
lls.

THE REV. CANON WALKER. 

The death of Canon Robert Walker, LL.D., 
one of the best-known clergymen in tlie North 
of Ireland, occurred suddenly yesterday morn- 
ing at his residence, Red Roofs, 9 Cadogan 
Park, Belfast. 

Bern at Hillsborough, Cason Walker took 
his B.A. Degree at Trinity College, Dublin, 
in 1883, and the M.A. in 1887, and while 
Rector of Magheragal: he received the LL.D. 
Degree. 

He first taught in Coleraine Academical 
Institution, and was curate of Kirkinriola, 
Ballymena, until 1889, and until 1894 'at. St. 
James's, Belfast. While Rector of Maghera- 
gall (1894-1906) Sir Hamilton Harty, 
Mus.Doc., received his first appointment, as 
church organist, being then only 14 years of 
age. Canon Walker was subsequently Rector 
of St. Barnabas’s Parish, Belfast, and later 
of St. Matthew's, Belfast. 

Early in 1923 he was appointed Canor of 
Connor. and Prebendary of Kilroot, and for 
many years was a representative to the 
General Synod, and a member of the Educa- 
tion Board, He was an ardent Freemason, 
and for a time filled the position ef Grand 
Chaplain of the Province of Antrim. 


COLONEL WALTER WILLIS 


CHITTY. ; 

Colonel Walter Willis Chitty, aged 67, who 
was appointed a Military Knight of Windsor 
a month ago, collapsed while walking in the 
Lower Ward of Windsor Castle yesterday, 
und was found to be dead. He had been 
playing golf on the Castle links, but com- 
plained of feeling unwell at the 15th hole. 
He was within twenty yards of his home 
when he collapsed. 

Colonel Chitty, C.M.G., retired from the 
Indian Army in 1919. He had seen service 
in Somaliland, Uganda and Mesopotamia. 
He was present at the defence of Kut, and 
was taken prisoner. Afterwards he became 
personal assistant to the Military Secretary 
at the India Office. In 1929 he was awarded 
the C.I.E., and in January of this year the 
C.V.O. In 1903 Colonel Chitty married 
Mabel, daughter of Captain G. Westropp. 
Brady, R.N.R. 


MR. CHARLES W. LEATHEM. 

The death of Mr. Charles W. Leathem, a 
former Commissioner of Police for Belfast, 
eccurred on Monday at his residence, Tudor 
Park, Holywood, Co. Down. 

Son of the lector of Lower Badoney. 
County Tyrone, he joined the Royal Irish 
Constabulary as- a cadet, was appointed 
District Inspector in charge of Killybegs. 
County Donegal, in 1866. Thirteen . years 
afterwards he succeeded to the rank of a first- 
class officer, and in subsequent years he 
served in places as remote as Downpatrick, 
“a City, and Newtownbarry, County Wex- 
ore, 

In 1885-86 he was sent to: Porta- 
down during the riots He was pro- 
moted County Inspector of London- 
derry in 18°], and ten years later he 
was appointed City Commissioner of Belfast, 
introducing many reforms during his period 
of office. 

His son, Major W. 8, B. Leathem, now 
residing in Portrush, followed in the footsteps 
of the father and became a district inspector.

A SCHUBERT SYMPHONY, 


The last of the four concerts mentioned 
at the outset is the one to be broadcast by 
all German stations, as the subject of the 
usual '“ general transmission ” from 7 to 
8 o'clock. That hour will be occupied 
almost entirely by one work, Schubert’s 
Symphony No. 7 in C, and in mid-July -] 
do not expect anyone here to try to get 
reception of the concert except those who 
know the symphony already and are 
conscious of the rarity of opportunities to 
hear it. 

It is a glorious symphony, but its great 
length causes programme builders to leave 
it aside. This very consideration, indeed. 
nearly caused the loss of the symphony to 
the world; for, when the Vienna Musica] 
Society, for which it was written, preferred 
to perform a shorter work of his, Schubert 
put the score aside with a mass of other 
manuscripts, which narrowly escaped 
destruction after the composer’s death. 

It was Schumann who recognised its 
value as he went through the manuscripts 
while on a visit to Vienna a few vears 
later and induced Mendelssohn to have 
the symphony performed at Leipzig. That 
first performance took place eleven years 
after Schubert’s death. The symphony 
was written in March, 1828—that is to sav 
in the last year of Schubert’s short life. —

DECEIVED. 


The work done by this House was rarely 
of a spectacular nature. The ; ublic generally 
had very little knowledge of the amount of 
useful, though unobtrusive, work done by 
the Senate, and he was afraid that a large 
section of the electorate were deceived when 
they were told by Ministers that the Senate 
did not perform any useful function, that 
it uniformly assisted the last Government, 
that it was constantly mutilating or wilfully 
delaying measures of the present Government 
or that every bill was being held up. The 
records of the House showed that none of 
these statements was true, and he quoted 
tables in support of his contention. 

The proportion of bills passed without 
amendment since this Government came into 
power was slightly higher than when the 
old Government was in office, and his figures 

roved that the statement that every bill 
mtroduced by the Government ! ad been held 
up was quite contrary to fact. It was not 
even true to say that the Senate was con- 


stantly mutilating bills. The figures with 
regard to money bill: showed a very similar 
state of affairs. 


THEN AND NOW. 


The Dail had not been as ready to accept 
recommendations made by the Senate during 
the vast eighteen’ months as it was 
previously. The delay of the Local Govern- 
ment (Dublin) Bill did not do any possible 
harm, as the bill would not have operated 
during that period if it had been passed. 
The Senate did net refuse to pass the Agricul. 
tural Produce (Cereals) Bill, and no 
suggestion was madé from any’ quarter of 
the House that it should be rejected, The 
House arranged to meet specially to facilitate 
the consideration of the bill, and the delay 
was entirely due to the action of the Dail, 
which did not treat the Senate with ordinary 
vourtesy. 

Of the other bills, the Civil Service Regula- 
tion Bill and the Removal of Oath Bill were 
the most important. The majority of that 
House thought that the Civil Service Regula- 
tion Bill, 1925, was unduly nage “og, with 
the provisions for sex equality in the Consti- 
tution, and he thought that they thought 
that public opinion would support their 
action. Neither of the Opposition parties 
bothered about the bill; no public interest 
was aroused, and the bill was duly passed, 
over the head of the Senate. 


BREACH OF TREATY. 


In the case of the Removal of Oath Bill, 
the majority of the House regarded it as a 
breach of the Treaty, and were of the opinion 
that the Oath should only be removed by 
agreement with the other signatory, and that 
it was, therefore, a bill which should be 
delayed by the Senate. Whether this was 
right or wrong was a matter of opinion, and 
the Government were entitled to make any 
case they could against the action of the 
Senate. The whole case against this House, 
as far as its past actions were concerned, 
lay in the fact that it insisted on amendments 
to the Oath Bill, which it thought were neces- 
sary to safeguard the Treaty. 

li the President went carefully through the 
amendments made by the Senate during the 
past ten years he would find it impossible to 
maintain his contention that the Senate had 
uniformly assisted the Jate Executive. A 
perusal of the amendments passed should also 
shake the President in his view that the 
Senate performed no really useful function. 


NEED OF SECQND CHAMBER. 
Mr. Douglas, continuing, said that men 
and women who used to be in a olitical, 
minority in this country were invited to be- 
come Senators—they had given of their know- 
ledge and ability loyally. Their presence and 
their work had done much to make that 
ancient minority loyal to this State, and, even 
if they disregarded the work of the Senate, 
he was convinced that the bringing of these 
people, and those who. supported them into 
active service would of itself be complete 
justification for the existence of a Second 
Chamber in the Free State. : i 
“ Much of the present dissatisfaction with 
the Senate is due,” said Mr. Douglas, '' to 
the fact that the maiority of its members 
are honestly opposed to some of the maim 
points in the programme of the present 
tovernment; but, in spite of this, I conten 
that, with the excéption vf the two bills 
which were held up, this House has given 
the measures presented to it the same criti- 
cism it always gave, showing a desire to 
improve the bills to corrert errors, and to 
prevent proposed legislation interfering more 
than is necessary with individual rights and 
liberties.

_ NOT THE CASE. 


The President had referred to the Com- 
niittee which prepared drafts of the Consti- 
tution, and his words gave the impression 
that some of the Committee were of the 
opinion that four months’ delay was sufficient 
power to give a Second Chamber. This was 
not the case. 

Evidently the President did not trouble to 
read the drafts very carefully. He (Mr. 
Douglas) was a member of the Committee— 
(the President was in error im stating that 
there were three Committees~there was only 
one Committee, which issued three separate 
draits)—and he had a copy of each of the 
drafts signed by the members responsible for 
them. Those draft constitutions were never 
published, but he incur to the 
relevant portion of the particular draft to 
which the President had referred.

THE REFERENDUM. 


The third draft, signed by two members, 
was presumably the one to which the 
President referred. This draft laid great 
emphaSis ov the initiative and on the referen- 
dum, and it included detatled proposals for 
both. it suggested that all bills should be 
sent to the Senate after the first reading, and 
provided that if the two Houses did not 
within three months the bill should pass if it 
was a money bill, or, if it was not a money 
bill, it should become inoperative unless the 
Dail or 50,000 voters demanded a referendum. 
He would read the actual article which was 
proposed :—~ 
(1)—All bills passed by the House shall 
be presented to the Senate for approval 
If within one month, being time of 
session, after such presentation, the 
Senate does not express disapproval, MH 
shall be taken to have approved. 

(2)—In case the Senate amends or re- 
jects the bill, it shall be brought before 
the House for furtner consideration. 
Should the House and Senate not arrive 
at an agreement within three months, 
being time of session, the bill, if it ap- 
propriates revenue or imposes taxation, 
shall become law a; finally passed by the 
House, save as provided in the preceding 
article If the bill does not appropriate 
revenue or impose taxation it shall be- 
come inoperat:ve unless within that in- 
terval a referendum is demanded by 
50,000 voters or by a majority of the 
House or Senate, in which case the law 
as finally passed by the House shall be 
submitted to a vote of the people for 
acceptance or rejection. 

(3)—If the House by a two-thirds 
majority deciare th: the measure is of 
extreme urgency, the period of three 
months provided 33 the preceding section 
shall be reduced tc one month. 


VERY UNFORTUNATE. 


It was quite clea’ from this that the Fresi- 
dent was very unfortunate in his reference 
to the drafts of the Constitution Committee. 
The three months’ delay proposed by two 
members of the Constitution Committee was 
a very different proposal to that which this 
bill contained. Except in the case of Money 
Bills, it was, in effect, a provision giving the 
Dail three months to agree with the Senate, 
and if it did not do so it must either drop 
the bill ov submit to a referendum. This 
would have placed the Senate in a dominatin 
position in ail legislation except finance, an 
the proposal that the Senate should have this 
veto was not one which commended itself to 
the other six reporting members of the Com- 
mittee. 

Lhe Committee were in general agreement 
that the proposed Senate should not be in 
a position to control the Executive, and that 
it should not have any power over administra- 
tion. Its function should be legislative, and 
its principal duties be :— 

(a) To subject every proposed law to 
& revision which might iptroduce 1m. 
provements in form or in substance, and 

(b) to prevent undue haste in the 
passing of important laws by securing 
a period during which the opinion of the 
people regarding a law might be duly 
formed and expressed. 

To carry out these duties a Second 
Chamber must, through the character of its 
personnel, command the respect, if not 
always the complete approval, of the ple 
of the country, and it was recognised that 
to create a Chamber which might become 
permanently tied to any one party or any 
particular interest would be fatal. 


DIFFICULTIES, 


The two ar ase. difficulties which at 
once presented themselves to the Committee 
were the two problems which are still 
matters of dispute to-day. How could a 
method of election be devised which would 
secure the right kind of Second Chamber, 
and how much power of delay should the 
Chamber be allowed? The first of these ques. 
tions is being considered by the Government, 
sals. It does 
uot arise directly on this bill, which deals 
specifically with the second difficulty. 

He considered that nine months’ delay, 
with power to force a referendum, _— the 
Senate greater power than a mí ol 
18 months, snd wes much more likely to 
prove conservative in its effects. The ex- 
perience of other countries showed that bills 
were more often rejected than passed when 
submitted to the people by referendum. 
Members of the Government opposed the 
deletion cf the Articles of the Constitution 
providing for a referendum when they were 
in Opposition, and, while he was still 
sceptical as to the value of the referendum, 
he would not have been inclined to oppose 
them if they had coupled their proposals for 
a reduction of the power of the Senate with 


the revival of the power of insisting on a | 


referendum to the people. 
THE POSITION, 


The fact that Second Chambers in every 
sovereign State had considerable powers el 
delay was a reason why they should pause 
before they agreed to a proposal which would 
render the Senate in the Free State umique és 
the oniy. Second Chamber which had its 
power limited to a maximum delay of five 
months. If the Senate were to accept the 
bill, they would not only be stultifying the 
House as at present constituted, but would 
also be agreeing to the principle that a 
revising Chamber should have no effective 
power of delay. 

He did not believe a delay of three months 
was of any value whatever, except perhaps 
when a Dail was at the very end of a five- 
year period 

If the present bill was passed the so-called 
power of delay would be a farce. 

The President. had suggested that a House 
with 18 months’ power of delay could control 
the Executive. The supremacy of the Dail, 
said Mr. Douglas, was unquestioned, and he 
could not see that giving*the people a pos- 
sible 18 months to consider a few of its 

roposals wes in any way controlling the 
Governsieht, 


EXPERT ASSEMBLY. 


In conclusion, Mr. Douglas said that he 
did not suggest that the constitution of the 
House could not be improved, It could be 
altered to advantage. He would favour the 
gradual reduction of membership to 35 or 40, 
but he could not approve of the proposal to 
reduce it by not holding the next triennial! 
election, which would remove some of the 
best and most useful members of the Senate 
without giving them a chance of re-election. 
He healt welcome any scheme which would 
enable vacancies to be filled by the very best 
citizens the country possessed, and which 
would tend to make the Senate more of an 
expert assembly, and would break up the 
party divisions which had become more 
rianifest during the last few years. He added 
that he would be prepared to support Senator 
Counihan’s amendment, in the hope that it 
might result in a careful and friendly cop. 
sideration of the whole question, 


“A PARTY HOUSE.” 


Mr. DOWDALL, having complimented 
Senator Douglas on his speech, said that if 
ever an important bill required the safeguards 
aud protection that. Senator Douglas outlined 
it was the Constitutional Amendment Bill 
No. 17, which gave the Government any 
power it liked and took away the liberty of 
tho subject. This was one outrageous es- 
ample. When a motion on land annuities 
in that House was made by Colonel Moore, 
that House had proved a party house in its 
action. With Senator Douglas he was in 
favour of a Second Chamber, and allowing 
the people an opportunity of expressing them- 
selves. 


, ABSENT PRESIDENT. 
Mr. MILROY supported the motion, They

The legislation stated by Senator Dowdall 
to have been hastily passed was passed for 
the purpose of safeguarding the rights and 
liberties of the State. If the Government had 
not faced up to the situation then it was 
questionable if that House would now be in 
existence. He could understand President 
de Valera’s state of mind. He seemed to be 
obsessed by the gangster hg, wd he wanted 
to be the boss—the big shot... Irish nationality 
was his racket, and anyone who went into 
his territory was going to be bumped off, 
politically. That was all right in cinema 
melodrama, but it was not Fe politics. 
This State was brought into being under gree’ 
sacrifices.

It was quite evident that the President. was 
not clear as to his intentions in regard to the 
future of the Senate The President had said 
that if this bill were held up it might neces 
sitate the introduction. of another bill, and 
rush it, for the abolition of the Senate. Such 
a statement from the President was astound- 


ing. 

Mr. J. CROSBIE said that the President 
had once said that he would abolish the 
Senate because of expenses, etc. The Governor- 
General's office cost almost as much as the 
Senate. At that time had their view been 
taken the country would be saved many 
millions. He was referring to the Senate's 
opposition to the bill which lost Ireland's 
markets. 


THE EXTREMISTS. 


The Oath Bill had passed and he could not 
see any change on the part of those ex- 
tremists who alwavs opposed the Government.

The brightest spot in the history of this 
country yet to be written, he added, would 
be that public men did not submit to the 
tyranny of the gun bully. 

Mr. L. O'NEILL, supporting the bill, said

THE LABOUR VIEW. 


Mr. T. JOHNSON said that a shorter period 
were all that was necessary to enable the 
Senate to fulfil all the functions it had.

He had yet to learn of any civilised 
country that had for long prospered 
without a second chamber, ‘The bill was 
against the experience of the civilised world. 
With holding-up powers of three months 
only the Senate would be useless. 
If a joint committee was set up they might 
get. an improvement in the existing state of 
affairs. lf the Government did not intend to 
do that, then he thought that the amendment 
should be withdrawn, and they should vote 
against the second reading of the bill. 

Mr. FARREN said that he would vote 
against the measure. When an Article of 
the Constitution was to be amended, it should 
be done in a non-party spirit, and if the 
Government wanted to reconstitute the Senate 
and change the manner of election, it should 
do so. If it did not desire a second Chamber, 
let it come along and say 50.

“DICTATING TO THE 
PEOPLE,” 


Mr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
replying, said that it did not appear to him 
to be relevant to say that some time ago, 
in the not very recent past, a certain pro- 
portion of the representatives in the Senate 
were elected by the people, as showing that 
that House was constituted democratically. 
like the Dáil. At the time of that election 
to the Sebate, only 20 per cent, of the 
electorate voted, and the election was ridiculed 
by everybody as a hopeless business.

Mr. McELLIN said that though the Senate 
had done very useful work, he submitted 
that it had definitely set itself out since the 
change of Government to spike deliberately 
the principle of the new Government’s policy. 

Mr. STAINES said that Fianna Fail asked 
the people to say that they were right, be- 
cause they did in 1926 and 1928, when they 
came into the Dail and Senate, what those 
who accepted the Treaty did in 1922. That 
was the trouble in Ireland. They were right 
or wrong, to accept the Treaty. The Treaty 
was accepted in 1922, but the Fianna Fail 
Party accepted it only in 1926.

ALLEGED EXTENSIVE 
EVASION, 


Brigadier-General Clifton Browne (Con- 
servative, Newbury), in the House of 
Commons yesterday, asked the Secretary to 
the Treasury whether he was aware that 
the evasion of the duty on thousands of 
cattle which are driven over the Irish 
Free State border into Northern Ireland, 
and shipped to Great Britain from 
Northern pcrts, is increasing, and that 
the Treasury is losing much revenue 
thereby, and Whether any, and if so what, 
steps have been taken by the Customs to 
stop this smuggling. 

‘Mr. Hore-Belisha—I am aware that 
attempts are made to smuggle cattle over 
the land boundary into Northern Ire- 
land. The question of the protection of 
the revenue on the land boundary is con- 
stantly in review, and such steps as are 
necessary for that purpose are taken from 
time to time. It is not in the public in- 
terest to disclose what action is taken to 
prevent smuggling. 

Sir Joseph Lamb—Are the interests of 
the British cattle breeders also considered ? 

Mr. Hore-Belisha—Yes, sir. I think 
my answer indicates that. 

Major Ross (Conservative, London- 
derry) asked the Secretarv to the Treasury 
whether the ad valorem duty on Free State 
butter was declared on its price in the 
Irish Free State or on its price in the 
United Kingdom, and what was the 
difference 1u shillings per cwt. between 
these two methods of reckoning at present 
values. 

Mr. Hore-Belisha—Ad valorem duties 
are by Statute based on the c.i.f. price 
at the place of importation into this 
country, not on the price in the country of 
origin. I understand that the wholesale 
price of creamery butter ruling in: the 
Free State is about 79s. higher than the 
c.i.f. price at the place of importation 
here. 

Major Ross—Would it not be greatly 
to the benefit of the Treasury if duty was 
charged on the price in the Free State, 
and enable the Treasury to get some of the 
money due to it? 

Mr. Hore-Belisha—On the administra- 
tive point, my hon. friend is aware that 
the import price is always the basis for 
valuation, because we have _ recourse 
against the importer, and not the ex- 
porter.

STATEMENTS AT THE 
INQUEST. 


*s -WITNESS had sworn that a dead body 
A was that of her father, when a man 
eame forward and declared it his 
cousin’s body. The ocearrcnce took place 
yesterday at an inquest held by Coroner 
Brennan at the Londonbridge road Morgue, 
Dublin. 
The inquiry concerned the death of John 
Laffan, aged years, of 124 Allingham 
Buildings, Newmarket, Dublin, an ex-soldier 
of the British Army, who was found drowned 
at Williamstown, Blackrock, Co. Dublin. 
Mrs. K. Clyne identified the body as that 
of her father, whom she had last seen alive 
on the 9th inst. She said that he was always 
in good health. 


THE MAN IN THE WATER. 
Jamés Behan, Railway terrace, Macken 
street, Blackrock, said that while standing 
on the railway footbridge at Williamstown 
on Sunday night at about 10 o'clock, he 
Saw a man bon, ae by the sea wall and put 
on a bathing costume. The man left his 
clothes on the foreshore and went out about 
300 yards before he got knee-deep in the sea. 
It was a rising tide, but the man went out 
a considerablé distance farther, where he 
waded about. The water had nearly come 
to the mati’s clothes, and the witness went 
down and removed them inshore. 

It was getting very dark, and as the man 
showed no sign of coming in, the witness 
became anxious ard askel another man to 
go to the Civic Guards. Before they arrived 


not seen again. 

In reply to Inspector Quinn, the witness 
said that there was nothing in the man’s con- 
duct beyond that of an ordinary bather. 
Medical evidence was adduced to show that 
the deceased man suffered from serious dis- 
ease of the heart and that death was due to 
drowning.

Terence Laffar and (Christopher  Laffan 
swore that they identified th» beds as that of 
their brother, and they agreed with the evi- 
dence of Mrs, Clyne. 

The jury accepted these statements of 
identification and returned a verdict in 
accordance with the medica) evidence.

History in Schools. 


A National Peace Conference, which is 
sitting at Oxford—it seems to consist 
largely of schoolmasters—has discussed the 
teaching of history in schools. The 


to he taught by methods which would 
promote ‘‘the cause of world peace and 
international sympathy.’’ It is an ad- 
mirable ambition, but we find an element 
of danger in the proposed methods. Every 
educated person knows that the quality 
of history books is better to-day than it 
was thirty years ago. Then the teaching 
of history was coloured highly by local 
patriotism: the importance of the writer’s 
own country in the world’s scheme of 
things was exaggerated, and other countries 
seldom got “ a fair deal.” Some American 
and most Irish historians continue to err 
in this respect, but. on the whole, the 
modern teaching of history is impartial 
and scientific. We fear a relapse if the 
Oxford Conference has its way. If history 
is taught with a main purpose to expose 
the horrors and follies of war, it may 
provide texts for impressive sermons, but 
it will cease to be scientific and impartial 
It will give distorted views of the causes 
of events, and will be tempted to wrest 
those events to the uses of modern morals; 
it will seek to judge the kings, soldier» 
and statesmen of former venturies (a truly 
pathetic fallacy) by twentieth century 
standards. Such teaching will be in- 
complete (and therefore dishonest) because 
ingeminating the blessings of peace, if 
will ignore war’s contribution to human 
greatness. The preliminary virtues, as 
Bagehot calls them—-courage, loyalty, 
obedience—are, in great measure, the 
fruit of war. Furthermore, such teaching 
may defeat its own aim; for schoolboys 
are exceedingly suspicious of any sort of 
propaganda, and, once a master is labelled 
a “crank,” his influence is gone. The 
wise teacher will allow history to speak 
for itself. His proper function is to 
impart to his pupils a wide and accurate 
knowledge of facts, to stimulate a his 
torical imagination, and to foster a 
critical judgment which will submit the 
strength and weakness of the famous 
historians—Macaulay, for instance—to 
sober tests. A pupil, so taught, will be

There were 
one or two interesting questions about the 
growth of Communism and of unemploy- 
ment, but the estimates, which occupied 
most of the time, previded the familiar 
spectacle of every speaker making an 
impassioned plea for money for his own 
constituency. They were not very excit- 
ing—that is, until the House got on to 
the estimate for the Department of 
External Affairs. 

This provided us, quite unexpectedly, 
with a chapter out of a William le Queux 
novel, with plots and foreign emissaries 
all complete. Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald 
found means of introducing it. 
with somebody who had apparently run 
away with the State’s furniture in Paris.

He went so far as to state 
last night that it was exceptionally difh- 
cult to get into them—so difficult, in fact, 
that some means would have to be found 
of redressing our adverse balance of trade 
with European countries by restricting 


their exports to this country. It seems 
strange that such a misconception of the 
true state of affairs should have been 
allowed to pass without correction by the 
Minister for Agriculture.

The price of bread has already gone up 
by about twenty per cent. in some dis- 
tricts. Proposals by some bakers’ associa- 
tions to make even larger increases have 
provoked the Government to threaten in- 
vestigation and possible prosecution for 
violation against the Trust Laws. 

The Cabinet Board in charge of public 
works has approved a programme of con- 
struction estimated to cost about 


200,000,000 dollars (£4v,000,000). It is 
not intended to submit it to the President 


for approval. 


CONFERENCE DECISION, 


The Bureau of the World Economic Con- 
ference yesterday accepted the recom- 
mendations of a Drafting Committee 
which had met earlier to consider the 
future procedure of the Conference. 
According to an official communiqué the 
Committee’s recommendations were '— 

1—The Monetary and Financial Sub- 
Commission dealing with immediate 
measures should proceed in the first in- 
stauce to the discussion of the subject of 
indebtedness. . 

2—The Monetary and Financial Sub- 
Commission dealing with permanent 
measures should take up the resolutions 
adopted by sub-committees on ntra! 
banking co-operation, and on the creation 
of central banks in certain countries where 
they do not exist, and should pursue 
through its sub-committees the examina- 
tion of the question of silver, and any 
other subject on its agenda which may by 
general agreement be considered suitable 
for discussion. 

After agreeing to these recommendations 
the Bureau was formally adjourned. No 
definite date las been fixed for its next 
meeting, but it will be called together 
whenever necessary. 


IN CALM WATERS AGATE’, 


The effect of the Bureau's adoption of 
the drafting committee’s proposals is that, 
outwardly at any rate, the Conference wil) 
continue its labours at the point where it 
left off When the crisis interrupted its 
work a week ago. It will be noted that the 
drafting commiuttee’s resolution refers 
specifically fo the question of indebted- 
ness in the programme of the Sub-Com- 
mission dealing with immediate measures. 
No mention is made of any of the other

prublems that this Sub-Commission was 
scheduled to deal with. In conference 
circles this singling out of the question of 
indebtedness is not taken to mean that the 
other subjects will be jettisoned. It is ex- 
pected that they will come up for con- 
sideration at a later stage—probably after 
the Conference has had a holiday recess. 
This recess, it is thought, is likely to 
begin towards the end of this month. 
Various dates have been given for the re- 
assembly of the Conference after the 
recess, and in authoritative quarters some 
time in October is suggested. By that 
time the stabilisation question which led 
to the crisis may have resolved itself. 
‘“The crisis has proved to be merely a 
particularly nasty storm, and not a hur- 
ricane, as was at first feared,’’ said one of 
the delegates in explaining the position. 
“That storm has now passed. The waters 
are almost calm again, and the conference 
ship will soon be forging ahead once 
more.

BATTLE WITH CHINESE 
PIRATES. 


BRITISH OFFICERS STILL 
CAPTIVE ON JUNK, 


REUTER'S CURRESPONDENT. 


NEWCHWANG, Tuesday. 

The three British marine officers who 
were captured by Chinese pirates over 
three months ago, and have been kept on 
junks ever since in the reeded swamps of 
the Panshan district, are apparently stil] 
prisoners, despite recent reports that two 
of them had escaped. - 

Negotiations for their release are being 
resumed. 

A messenger who returned. here to-day 
brought back an exciting story. He 
accomplished the difficult journey to the 
bandits’ lair with food and comforts, and 
states that he found the three prisoners 
still on board the junk the day after the 
ge ows escape. 

efore he left on his forty miles return 
journey, the Manchukuo forces, which had 
sasta sent out to suppress the bandits, 
came within striking distance and there 
was an engagement, which was witnessed 
by the messenger. Aeroplanes flew over 
the swamps and dropped bombs in an 
attempt to disperse the pirates, but 
apparently without much effect. | 

Owing to the difficult nature of the 
ground the Manchukuo forces could not 
come to grips, and the bandits ir vs han 
shifting their junks to a safer hiding 
place. 

The Japanese military authorities are 
re-opening negotiations through the 
messenger, who is leaving at once. 

Although a dozen of the bandits’ rela. 
tives are held by the Manchukuo forces, 
the pirates remain adamant in their 
fabulous demand for 1,000,000 Mexican 
dollars, and negotiations for the release 
of the prisoners have repeatedly broken 
down. The bundits refuse to accept the 
offer of 30,000 dollars made on behalf of 
the Manchukuo Government. 

Three weeks after the officers were 
captured, a rival gang swept down and 
defeated the pirates and carried off the 
three prisoners.

HE efforts of Herr Hitler to call a halt 
to his extremists are taking more 
definite shape. 

Severe punishment is to be meted out 
to anyone interfering without authority 
in the country’s economic life or neglect- 
ing to carry out orders, according to a 
circular just addressed to the Governors 
of the Federal States and Nazi storm 
leaders by Dr. Frick, the Minister of the 
Interior. | . 

“The Natfenal Revolution is over, and 
a new stage of evolution had begun,’’ says 
Dr. Frick, and he proceeds to warn against 
all arbitrary acts. 


NO “SECOND REVOLUTION,” 


Anyone who now talks about a second 
revolution, says the memorandum, is a 
rebel against Hitler, and will be treated 
accordingly. 

Any attempt to sabotage the revolution, 
articularly i unauthorised interference 
in the country’s economic life or by neglect 
of the Government’s orders, must be 
punished severely, no matter who the 
culprit may be. 

It is the task of the Federal Governors, 
the circular adds, to prevent at all costs 
any organisation or party group from arro- 
gating to itself governmental authority. 

By the special order of the Chancellor, 
any effort to weaken, or even to cast doubt 
upon, the authority of the State is to be 
opposed ruthlessly and with all the means 
at the Government’s disposal. 


ESPIONAGE SENTENCES. 


A mysterious high treason trial held 
throughout in camera before the Supreme 
Court at Leipzig has concluded with. 
exemplary sentences being passed on six 
accused persons, two of them former 
sailors of a German warship, on charges 
of betrayal of military secrets, theft of 
military articles and bribery. 

Sentences ranging from fifteen to four 
years’ hard labour were imposed, the judge 
declaring that they had committed the 
most serious crime possible to a German— 
namely, to betray his country for the sake 
of financial gain. 

The money obtained bv the men from 
the agents of a foreign Power was ordered 
to be confiscated, as were also the cameras 
and the films with which they had been 
supplied.

EXTERNAL AFFAIRS. 
Mr. MacENTEE moved a vote of £51,681 


Last year an outsider was brought 
along and sent to America. It seemed an 
extraordinary thing that a Government de- 
partment with branches abroad was not able 
to do its own work. This year they had also 
a mission to America by an outsider. The 
Dail voted money for the maintenance of a 
department which had the duty of looking 
after our external affairs. but from time to 
time the President brought in somebody from 
outside and sent that person careering around 
the world to do business that, he presumed, 
that Department should be doing. Apparently 
the President objected strongly to any aues- 
tions being asked about it. He submitted 
that what the President had done in this case 
was practically a notification to the Dail that 
he was not satisfied that the Department for 
which he was responsible was capable of 
fulfilling the functions for which it existed. 
In the Paris office they had appointed a com- 
mercial secretary, with salary and allowances 
of more than £1,000. He hed no doubt that 
if the present occupant of the post were re 
moved to another office nolodv would be 
appointed to fulfil his functions, because there 
were no real functions. 

He thought the President was aware that 
at the earlier .stages the man appointed 
walked off with property belonging to the 
State. Had that property been restored? He 
doubted very much that it had. He would 
like also to know about the furniture, the 
value of which was estimated at about 
£50,000. What steps had been taken for 
the restoration of “hat? In a letter dated 
November 17th, 1925 from this gentleman 
it was stated that they were not likely to 
realise more than about 4,000 francs for it 
when selling off. There was a letter on the 
file from M.F.A. (Minister for Foreign 
Affairs) stating that this official might retain 
for work done for him such furniture as he 
considered would be needed, and the same 
with the typewriter. “All the furniture not 
required to be sold at your convenience.’ 
The President probably had personal reasons 
for making up things with this gentleman, 
hot it seemed peculiar that a man walking 
off with the property of the State should be 
appeinted. 


PRESIDENT’S RETORT. 

In the year 1925 the President and his 
party were taking steps to get their party 
financed by the Russian Bolshevik Govern- 
ment, and this was the man to act as inter- 
mediary. 

The PRESIDENT—That is 
from the very start. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that the man in 
question was a native of the South-East of 
Europe, and was over here and saw the 
President. He was afterwards in France, and 
spent a good deal of time with the gentleman 
who was now appointed in the Paris office. 

Mr. FITZGERALD read considerable corre- 
spondence on the subject of the actions of a 
person named Cinbranovitch, and, con. 
tinuing, said that during the whole of 
the correspondence it was held that great 
secrecy should he maintained, and that no 
risks should be taken with covering addresses. 
In another letter it was stated :—“ Professor 
Baldacci, a well-known Italian publicist, 1s 
coming to Paris in a few days’ time. He will 
be visiting England and Ireland, spending 
probably three er four weeks in the latter 
country (at Marino’s request) for the purpose 
of ascertaining for himself the real position. 
He will be calling on you.” 


LETTER FROM U.S.F.A. 

Mr. FitzGerald, continuing, said :—‘‘ If the 
President wishes to disown all knowledge of 
this matter, I am ready to ask him to require 
Mr. Kerney to hand over the files, and I hold 
that those files should be made available to 
this House. The letter was dated the 26-10. 
I myself was personally aware when this 
gentleman, referred to here as ‘ Marino,’ 
interviewed the President. I also saw him. 
He tried to see me abroad, and 1 refused to 
see him because I understood that he was in 
touch with Bolshevist agents. I will read 
again— 

“M. F. A. asks of Marino’s kindness to 
ascertain for him from the person Marino 
hopes to see the extent of financial assistance 
that might he expected, the exact manner in 
which its transfer would be effected and the 
conditions, of any, attached. Also whether 
absolute secrecy could be maintained, so that 
the whole transaction would remain unknown 
to the agent here in England and elsewhere. 
You will know without my telling, and can 
describe how great are the difficulties. For 
us these would be greater than they are even 
for others in like case. Yet the need also is 
greater, perhans.’’ 

Mr. MaeDERMOT—-Who is that from? 

Mr. FITZGERALD—It is from a gentleman 
who signs himself “ U.S.F.A.’’, which means 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs. At 
that time it was generally occupied by a man 
named Brennan. He acted as Secretary to 
Mr. de Valera, who—I do not like to use the 
word “ postured '-—as Minister for Foreign 
Affairs of an illusory Government outside 
of this House. 


POSSESSION OF FILES. 
Previous to this period the files belonged 


a falsehood 


that nothing untoward should have arisen to 
injure this country. This scandelous story 
was published with a scandalous leading 
article, which even said more than the story 
itself. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER again intervened. 

Mr. FITZGERALD contended that if publi- 
cation of that article led to a telegram being 
sent from Rome, and if that telegram was 
inadvertently paid for out of State funds, 
or if any of the staff paid for by the State 
was used to send the telegram, it would be 
pertinent to discuss it. 

The DEPUTY SPRAKER said that he did 
not think they should diseuss the veracity or 
non-veracity of the newspaper. 

Mr. FITZGERALD—I am only discussing 
the telegram; not the scandalous story. 


MR. DE VALERA’S DENIAL. 

President DE VALERA—You are tryinz 
to get round this thing in all directions. I 
suggest that before these imputations were 
made any decent Deputy would try to find 
out if they had any toundation. 

Mr. FITZGERALD—-All I said was that 
if such a telegram was sent from Rome——. 

President DE VALERA—Such a telegram 
was not sent. 

Mr. FITZGERALD—Then that is all 
right. If the telegram was not sent, obviously 
there was no charge on this vote 

President DE VALERA—The Deputy has 
been speaking dubhairt sé, and everything he 
heard he bronght forward. ° 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that he had men- 
tioned it in an interrogatory tone, and if the 
President had nodded his head he would have 
said no more. He went on to complain that 
the President had given no information as to 
what had beer. done by the Department 
during the yea.. when the importance of the 
Department had been brought home to the 
country as nev:1 before. 

On the one hand, their relations with 
England becam» strained, so as to lead to an 
economic war, and the President gave no in- 
formation on that. His Department cost 
nearly £100,000, and having in fulfilment of 
his Governmen’ policy made a certain amount 
of trouble all round, he added to the cost by 
appointing at the Paris office a person whose 
appointment was not only costing £1,000 a 
year, but whose activities were definitely 
doing harm, and instead of improving their 
relations with France were injuring his. 

Mr. FITZGERALD referred to a copy of 
a letter which he held, and said that if the 
President was prepared to deny that letter 
_ asked him to produce files from the Paris 
office. 

Mr MacDERMOT said that, assuming 
Mr. de Valera visited Rome as a pi!grim, 
he did not see why the I-resident should 
pay for that himself, He went on to refer 
to the President’s recent speech to the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society in Paris, in which 
he regretted that the spirit of St. Vincent 
dc Paul did not animate the League of 
Nations. . 

Mr. 'T. KELLY—We need that spirit more 
here than at Geneva 

Mr. MacDERMO1T—Hear, hear. Later, he 
continued, the President, in addressing the 
American Club, chastised the Government. of 
Great Britain, 

“ As Deputy Kelly has just remarked,” 
sad Mr. MacDermot, “' his admonitions 
about the spirit of St. Vincent de Paul might 
b> more usefully employee in regard to rela- 
tions with political opponents at home here.” 


UNITED STATES DOCUMENTS. . 

Mr. 0. GRATTAN ESMONDE (Cúmann 
na nGaedheal, Wexford) said he noticed that 
a judge in the Free State said that. he would 
not accept documents from the United States 
certified by a British Consul, That seemed 
rather a sweeping statement for a judge ta 
make, because the Free State had Consuls 
monly five or six cities. Where they had 
not a Consul the British Consul acted for 
them, getting the fees, of course,

THE DANGER OF ROBBING. 


When a grant of £8 for fruit demonstration 
plots had been agreed upon at a meeting of 
the newly-appointed Dublin County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture yesterday, the C hairman 
(Mr. P. Belton, T.D.) said that the Press 
should carry out a campaign to promote 
public honesty. 

A lot. of people, he said, thought nothing 
of “lifting ’’ strawberries and apples who 
would not think of taking ‘away potatoes. If 
fruit-growers did not get protection, it would 
he no use trying to grow mere fruit.
